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Washing to n—When the Duke of 
Windso r decided to forego his trip 
to the United States it caused no 
mo urning at the British embassy. 
Officials of that dignified insti­ 
tution were not saying it out loud, 
but among themselves they went J. 
Edgar Hoover one better than his 
famous reference to Dillinger as 
"Public Enemy No. 1." 
His Highness, the Duke, one-time 
King of England, was privately re­ 
ferred to in British circles as “Pub­ 
lic Pest No. 1." 
It is no secret that the British 
government had hoped the Duk*3 
would remain in seclusion for at 
least a year, preferably two years 
after his sensational abdication and 
marriage. 
In fact, it made some 
quiet suggestions to him that this 
course would be more appropriate.

(Picture on page 1) 
London, Nov. 10 — (AP* — The 
death of James Ramsay MacDon­ 
ald. the son of a poor Scottish 
farmer who lived to decline in an 
earldom, divided Britain today in 
appraisal of his life. 
Against those who lauded the 
three time prime minister as savior 
of the nation in the dark days of 
1931, there were others who regard­ 
ed him as a traitor to the Labor 
party he built. 
The 71-year-old Scotsman. Brit­ 
ain s first Labor prime minister 
and the first prime minister to visit 
the United States, died last night 
aboard a South 
American-bound 
ship on a quest for the peace and 
happiness he had failed to find m 
his unique, stormy political career. 
On Search for Rest 
He had sailed Thursday in searcn 
of what he called ‘‘the most elusive 
of all forms of happiness—rest.” 
Death apparently was due to a 
heart attack following a long pe­ 
riod of broken health. His daugh­ 
ter Sheila, his sole companion on 
the vovage. messaged that the body 
would be taken off the ship, Reina 
Del Paeifieo, at Bermuda Monday 
and returned for burial either in 
England or at his beloved Lossie­ 
mouth, Scotland. 
The two room cottage where he 
was born Oct. 12, 1866. still stands 
in Lossiemouth. 
Tribute came from all parties 
for the man who rose from the 
humble dwelling to No. 10 Downing 
street. But the tribute was for two 
distinct phases of his career.

a filterab le viru s—

m inu te disease-pro­ 
du cing agent, too 
small to b e visi­ 
b le even u nder 
the most powerfu l j 
microscope. 
Cooperating with the filterab le vi­ 
ru s are a nu mb er of germs (visib le! 
u nder the microscope) which a ppa r-; 
ently are enab led to set u p the in- j 
flam m atory 
reactions 
associated j 
with colds in the tissu es previou sly 


div iduals who suffer from colds and 
mu st handle 
a v ariety of 
objects 
that are likely to be contaminated 
with the cold infectious agents. 
Even so, we can av oid gross con­ 
tam ination. For it Is well establish­ 
ed that the b ody can protect itself, 
even against highly v irulent germs, 
provided the dase of infectiou s 
ma­ 
terial Is not too great. The surgeon
